& day at Albuguergue, and most abundnntily
were we repald 1o the way of glght-nesing:

1t 15 not Jong after you leave the sandhills
of Nebraska that the lendecape beging to
take on the herofe. Plke's Peak awikens
{he firnt real theills, and then the enthanting
Spanish Poaks, which, however, fude and
reappear upon the misty IMue horizon long
aftor the foymer has beon lost In the jungls
of mountalhs In the rear. The towering wall
of the lovely Itaton range I8 passod, a five-
minute halt at the legendary clty of Trini-
dad, then on up the etetp ascent and
throngh the rocky gatcways of Ruton pas=a,
on down through slhadowy CHNCGNE, pine
covercd slopes, ragged plles of bl ickened
rock, bestling cliffs, on throneh a fong vista of
rifted houlder and scraggy tree, the frown-
ing hilla crowding In yonur wake, the Spatish
penks have pone for g od, and with a ronr-
ing vush you ars in the fabled land of New
Mexlon, a mepsireless nren of rock and
desert hanglng in the sky.

A new world, indeed, perched as it 1s,
nearly 8,000 feet above the leyel of the =,
a strange, now land, with an anclent aspeet
and fMushed with color, Not even in staried
Ttalvy ean vou find a bluer =ky, nor In the
Californias a sunshine so golden; the Arctio
reglong furnigh no desper or more terrifying
ghade, the Sahira no maoroe dreary tesaitt;
nowhere are the clonds so bl white and
flooey: nowhere do  the maoon nnd  atars
shine with mich fleres Vight at night.

‘Bist here we are in Albugquerque and under
fthe sheliering wing of Frank J. Arthur, for-
merly assictant cashier of the Firat National
Lank at Missourl Valley, now a prosperous
roal estate pgent In this lively bure. Re-
freshments at Joa Barnett’s gnd we are ol
to =en the place, and, of course, headed for
Old Town, A twenty minuten’ ride and we
wers in the midst of a pertrifaction of
medineval human life done in adohe,

Instead of 200 years old (t looked to us
1.000, with it noarrow, tortuous slroels, low
linos of adobe houses, red and yellow blank-
reted, leathorn faced men and women, bronzed,
black eyed and half noked chililien, comical
burros lafden with jngs of scraggy mesdquit
rootn or willow eornucopiag of garden truek;
wollish curs and flocks of goats, The anclent
entheidral of Sanfe St. Felipe was, of coursn,
the first attraction. This is the inevitahle
in all thexe ajed

Spanigh-Mexie towns,
The eacred stroetnre 1s mildewed and

mould covered with ita weary centuries of
1ife, and while decay and erumhble have be-
gun thoir inronds everywhere upon the gray
walls, it looks good for countless ages lo
come.

Sanfe St. Fellpe 's one of the monuments
of an almost prehistorie  time which the
Yindly elements protect from the acoustomed
ravages of Time, Its story giretehes bick
into real antiguity, to an era when a tritunal
for the punisiment of herctles had powers,
when zealous friare exhorted eoavocations of
thick-skulled but thin-lippad heathen, and
when the mailed myrmidons of the Spanish
conqueror told welrd tales of fabulous mon-
steps supposed to dwell in the ghostly fasl-
nesses of the Galena mountains, Bencath (te
glossy floors le the banea of the dead prieats
of ages, while the faded portraltures of
snints rudely danbed on pumn pking adora
the seamed and seared wallag strange de-
vices are wrought In the leaning pillare and
rad eednr cellinga—an art lost these hnndred
yoars—shadowing the Nazarene, grotesque
stone gods and long forgotten fanntical para-
phernalin, An ancient map of the new
world, lettered in Latin, bhangs In the offer-
tory, on which Sonth America appears ps i
narrow, circular island outlying Mexlco, and
other feniurea of the country stand forth
with equal ludicrousmess.  In the cupola, or
organ loft, looking peroes the cavtused plaza
and oft over the forbidding wastes of wvol-
onnle residue to the northwest, are a row of
loopholes, from  which the old Coronailo
blunderbussea did herole excoution on occa-
glong of ntacks by the Chiliuahunsg, the
most raneotons and ruthless of all the early
Apoache tribes, And then out upon the plaza, in
1ty conter, stands nn old adobe fort, octagonal
{n shape and perforated on all pides with
pimall portholos, heavily barred with iron, as
are all the windows in the adobe realdences,
and which answersd as o refuge for that
Jittle religioun flock in tines of continual war-
fare. A huge resd eedar pole, surmounted
with a rude, circular platform, Is thrust up
from the dome of this anclent little foriress,
and it was from this the Spanish pentry kept
ward and wateh for any unexpected approach
of the marauding bedoulns of the desert.
The hard mud walls are bnttered and shorn
and pitted in scores of places, showing where
fiinted arrow or spearhead had found futile
Jodgment hundreds of years ago.

Away to the west can e seen the slivery
pinuosities af the sluggish Rio Grande, flagh-
fng in and out from red elay bank and black
voleanie reck, like the folds of same mythical
serpont. To the north and east loom the
fan Den pealis and to the south the low-
browed Galenas, backed by the poetic Manza-
nos,

The Nernalillo county all Is located on the
outskirts of Old Town and we went over
just In time to meet Bheriff Hubble and
Deputy Barlea, who had Just rode in from the
back eountry with a brace of villainous look-
fng Greaser horsothleves. Arthur told us
that Hubble wao famed as one of the nerviest
men in all that wild eountry, hut we fonnd
mild-mannered, affable

him an exesedingly
aud ocourlecus gentleman. He took us in-
sido and gave us a look through the hara

into the rat pit, as he styled it. There were
gome fftecn or twenty prisoners thers, Mexi-
ean horsethleves and miurderers, Indlan cat-
tle rustlors, negroes and one or two whitg
men, the whole forming as tough and vile a
fot of human belngs as could ba collectid
together in any elle or under any sun.

Albuguergue Itwolf Is but a trifle loss Inter-
enting than this mouldering remnant of
anvient days. Ite streets are always erowded,
and many and sirange are the sighte to see,
The enorgotic amd  businesslike Ameriean
minglen and jostles with the painted and

jeturepque Pueblo, the slouchy Greaser. topas

ongollan, or jetty black; the mercantile
houres are thrifty, while the gambling Jolnts
bristlo with lfe: the hotels clean and metro-
politan, cafes good and private residences up
to dato In architectural beasuty and adorn-
ment, And 83, with that strange, scmi-
tropical sir hovering over all, how could New
Mexivco, how could Albuguergue be anything
but intercsting?

As much as it would please me to go on
and dwell upon the magnificent scenery of
New Mexico and the south, of tha Pueblo
towns of lsiots snd Laguna, and their mys-
torlows people, of the monte games and
cayumn races, fNghting bulls and chickens
thilr deliclous wines, pretty women and ugly
men, I know you would all rather hear
pomething new and original aboul the sports
and the fighters, That la what [ made the
irip for and that Is what you shall have, In
brief lostallments, anyway, f(ram this on
antll my storeliouse of data runs Ary.

CROWDING HORSEMEN TO THE WALL

Sensonnhle Spggestlons for Amntenrs
on Well as Chironle Scorchers
=—Nnme Minte Convelts—
Loenl Hugpoenings,

For =ix months past paragraphe have ap-
peared slating thit high grade bieyeles made
in Japan bad reached the California market
and wore sold for $12, The report was not
with detalls enabling the
reades to Judge the “grade’” of the Wheels.
1t assumad to be a bare statement of facl,
and as stich gerved as a text for disssrtationy
oft the offect of competiticn with the chvap
Inbor of Japan,

There are goud teasong for believing that
the report s without subetantial foundation,
There no donbt that Lleyolea are being
made ln Jupan and gome of them have been
shippod this country, Lt the
thnt they are “high grade,” an commonly
understood, 19 not true,. An Ameriean wheal-
man who made a teor of Japan recontly
found very few wheels In use in that coun-
try. In an ipterview In the SBan Irancieco
Examiner he says:

“IMeavy iron bieyoles, welghing from forty-
five to sixty pounds, are used by n few of
the Japancre In some of the larger eitles of
the emplre, and when the people hear them
coming in the distance a general scattering
takes place 85 ae to glve the rider a wide
berth, for he frequently comes in forelble
contiet with pedestrians, and sometimes col-
Hiles with the lonseds, shaking the flimay
olrnctures to  thelr very foundations Al
Tokio 1 beeame acquuinted with a Japanees
bleyellst, who oceastonally uecompanled me on
excursions to places of intorest absut tho
clty., Owling to the faet that the roads are
vory narrow and without sldewnlks, he often
Bad the misforiune to run down an imprudent
ppectator, and both would roll in the mud.
Then vietim and rider would get up and cach
woulil profuscely apologize to the other for
the mishap. There is a Japanese bieyele fue-
tory in operation in Yokohama, but ag yel
the vehicles turned out are very cumbersome
and litile ueed.”

Additlonal confirmation Is had in the fact
that Amerlcan bleyoles are belng matketed
in Japan for $100, It the Japs are os
shrewd In business matters ag le claimed, It
Iv not Ukely they would slight home-made
high grade wheels at $12 and Invest In the
high priced American make,

HOKRBES AND BICYCLES,

A large and long establlshed dealer In
horses in Bast Twenty-fourth street has just
been compelled o maoke an assignment, =ays
the New York Sun,  IHis fallpre, after hav-
ing been in the business slnce 1851, is
ascribed by his attorpey to the great decrease
In the demand for horges by the street rall-
way compatles and by the publie generally.
Tiue use of cables und electricity has  dig-
pleced horses to an eldormons extent, The
diminution In this demand extends to all the
large citles and towns of the union. The
bieycle also has done great Injury to the
horse market and eonsequently to the breed-
ers of horses.

A riding academy which has long besn
famous and fashionable fn New York went
into the hands of a recelver cn Tuesday, and
its misfortunes are attribated directly to
the bleyele by the compuny conducting It
The extraordinary and entirzly unexpeeted
success of Lhe recent bicyele show at Madi-
gon Square Gerden indicated that, Instead of
declining, the interest in thet machine Is in-
crensing, It was an even more remarkable
exhibition than the horse show, for Its dis-
play was only of bleycles and bleyele fixtures,
while the other hnd a singular fashlionable
distinetion, and the display of  feminine
benuty in the hoxes was supplemented by ex-
elting equine performances in the ring. It
wag thus made manifest that Lhe popular
interest in the Dbleyele now cexceeds even
that in the horse; and intelligent undersiand-
ing of the one s as general as critical knowl-
edgo of the other is rare.

Last year horse dealers were predicting
that “‘the craze'' for the bicycle would soon
pags away, and that already It was begin-
ning to subside: but the bieyele show prove!
that actuslly it never wias stronger and
more general than it is now. Meantime the
abandonment of the use of borges on street
rallroads I8 becoming universal in this coun-
try, They are now employed on only a fow
lines of this elty, and the time is close at
hand when not a ear in town will be drawn
by them. Obviously the consequences of the
10ss of a demand o grent must have been
and must continue to be serfonzly damaging
to the breeders of horses and the dealers
in them, so far more especially ag concerns
anlmals of ordinary er  medium  quality,
Horses of fashlonable distinetion and su-
perlor gpeed may be as costly as ever, but
apparently the prices of the others wili
be permanently low as compared with the
past.

1t i8 an 11 wind that blows noboly any
good, People who neyer before could own
a decent horse, are now able to buy ani-
maly of good quality snd even fine breeding
at the prices of cows, or very little more.

BEST POSITION IN WHEELING.

The doctors are still giving good advice to
wheelmen, They maintaln that wheeling can
bo mude elt)er o blessing or u curse, sceord-
ing to whether the rider brings to bear en it
a littla common sense &nd prudence, or
blindly runs to fuds and execesges, Accirding
to a distinguished medlenl authority, who is
also ap expert wheelman, the great bughear
of the bleyclist, from a hyglenle point of
view, Is position. A prevalent ldea Is that
the nearer the positiop assumed resemblios
that of the racing cvelist the nearer perfoet
it becomes. Thls assumption Is decidedly
wrong. The position of the racing man and
that ¢f the rond or pleasure rider are not re-
lated, and should not be confused, The rae-
ing’ man In the correct position of a road
rider could not obtaln anywhere ncar the
gpeed necessary to win a race, while the
road rider only addg more welght and fatigue
to himself by riding afler the siyle of o
racing covellst, The position for good road
riding 18 with the body straight, with a
slight bend from the walst and not from the
bavk, and the head up. The racing position
s just the opposite. Many wheelmen maln-
tain that an easy rlding earripge eannot be
obtalped by having the handle biaras on almost
a level with the upper brace, or top tuhe,
Tha handle grips should be so elevated as to
b parallel with the seat, and the soat go ad-
justed as ts permit the heel of the shoe of
the rider to rest lightly upon the pedal when
the leg is fully extended. In the correct
position the cyolist should at any momeat ba
uble to take his hands off the handle grips
and not alter his position In the sllghient,
It gives him perfeet mastery over his wheel
in ense of dapnger, In the racing position,
there Is hardly & musele above the walst that
i not thrown out of ils proper place, The
shotlders are forced buck untll thoy almost
meet, while the neck and lupgs are mis-
placed, thoas preventing proper hreathing and
netlon, It also slowly, but surely, works a
phys'cal deformity in the currlige of the
ridor when off the wheel, Another great
mistake 18 to grip the handles tightly. They
are really only necessary fur the purpose of
steering, mounting, digmounting and for leve
erage. After knowing how to ride, the bley-
ellst balanees not by his bands, but by the
feet upon the pedals, and the legs sgainst
the frame,

THE TOURING CYOLIET,

Tho man who Elng the sopg of the open
road on horseback I8 not really “free’ of the
wandering tborough, says the Londen Spec-
tator. He has but a limited franchlse; l»
but half & cltizen. Unless he is careless or
o hard-hearted man, he ls forever wondering
whether his horss s not too tired to go
any further, whether the near foreleg Is not
pully, whether the stable at Long Wanning-
ton Is pot dirty and unwholesome, whether
the hostler did not forget the corn or the
water,

The cyclist, en the other hand, & npever
worrled by thinking whether his horse had
not done enough, or too much, already. If
he |8 himself ready to go on, there I noth-
Ing to preveat him.
